BUILD NOW WHILE PRICES ARE LOW

ployment, the cry still continues for cheaper goods, cheaper 


wares, and cheaper commodities. Mass production of cheap, 
unstable products has become almost a national mania. 


wares are made not for service and dependability but to sell

cheaply. The cheaper the wares 
and the greater the mass produc- 
tion, the larger grows the army of 
unemployed. 


We produce so much more of 
flimsy mass products than we con- 
sume that we force an ever increas- 
ing number of persons into contin- 
uous unemployment. This, in turn, 
increases the number of citizens 
thrust upon relief, 


The march of progress has pro- 
duced another vicious circle. 

Recently a spirited propaganda 
clamor was inspired by persons who 
desired to effect wage reductions 
for building trades workmen who 
at best are employed but part time. 
The cry was raised for cheap mass 
production of homes, 


Do Not Understand Problem 

Well meaning, unsuspecting, un- 
informed citizens repeated the 
cheap mass production clamor, 
They did not know’that mass pro- 
duction has existed for a number 
of years in the building industry. 
The propagandists made particular 
comparison of the mass production 
automobile industry with the build- 
ing industry. They claimed that, 
comparatively, automobiles were 
much cheaper in cost than were 


MARCHING ALONG 
WITH THE A.F.L. 


OTHER LABOR NEWS 


At Fresno, recently, Paul Huy- 
brecht, general organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor, 
told a capacity crowd in the Fres- 
no Memorial auditorium that the 
AFL has John L. Lewis and his 
C. I. O. “on the downward track.” 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the Fresno labor council and build- 
ing trades council. 

Huybrecht described the C. I. O. 
as a minority group determined to 
rule or ruin, He traced the rise and 
fall of rival labor organizations 
during the 50 years the AFL has 
been organized, pointing out that 
each of them advocated the so- 
called vertical organization which 
is one of the features of the C. I. O. 

“Don’t think we have a great 
deal to fear now,” said Huy- 
brecht, citing the strong sup- 
port being accorded AFL can- 
didates in the printers’ union 
at the present time. 

“The CIO as it is set up does 
not care one snap of the finger 
for the welfare of labor. I do 
not say all of the leaders of the 
CIO are communists, But many 
of them are. 

Create Turmoil 

“It is the policy of the com- 
munists to build up a seeming- 
ly large and powerful organ- 
ization and then create as much 
turmoil and get as little for 
the workers as possible. They 
then go back to their members 
and tell them trade unionism 
won’t work, and that the only 
solution is taking what they 
want by revolution. 

“The A. F. of L. is interested 
in getting as much for the 
workers as_ possible.” 


San Francisco labor leaders re- 
cently mourned the death of Cor- 
nelius Twomey, 70, one of the 
founders and for years an active 
member of the teamsters’ union. 
Mr. Twomey died suddenly of heart 
ailment. He leaves a sister, Mar- 
garet Twomey. 


A battle of conservatives to re- 
gain control of union affairs will 
feature the coming campaign for 
election of officers of the San Fran- 
cisco Miscellaneous Employes’ Lo- 
cal, No. 110, an affiliate of the ho- 
tel and restaurant employes’ inter- 
national, 

Allegedly a sore spot in the af- 
fairs of the combined culinary 
group, including bartenders, the 
union has been for the last year 
under control of Sam Jaye, secre- 
tary, who was ousted from the San 
Francisco labor council after he 
admitted that he was registered 
communist. 

Leading the field for the secre- 
taryship, admittedly the influential 
post in the local, will be Walter 
Cowan incumbent president and 
special organizer for the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Cowan and his supporters, in the 
effort to bring back the local into 
the conservative circle, will un- 
doubtedly reply in kind, he an- 
nounced recently.

The fact is that mass production 
already exists in the building in- 
dustry. It is a further most sig- 
nificant fact that comparatively 
homes are cheaper than automo- 


But they did not state the 


biles. 

The same degrees of systematiza- 
tion, standardization, mechaniza- 
tion and speed-up processes that 
have occurred in the automobile 
manufacturing industry have oc- 
curred also in the building manu- 
facturing industry. The mills and 
factories which manufacture build- 
ing materials use every method 
and modern machine under mass 
production conditions that are used 
in the automobile industry. 

Building materials of standard 
size and design are produced in 
vast quantities. Standardized prod- 
ucts that formerly were made on 
the home site are now factory 
made, and thereafter installed in 
the building or home. 

Homes Are Cheaper 


During recent years a tremen- 


deus economy of labor and mate- 
rial costs has been effected in the 
construction of buildings and| 


homes. Hundreds of processes and 
methods have been evolved and a 
great deal of the machinery that is 
used in factories is used on the job 
site. 

The elimination of waste, the use 
of standard products and materials, 


methods, and the fullest possible 
use of every labor saving device 
have brought about savings that 
made homes far cheaper compar- 
atively than mass production auto- 
mobiles, 

The standard modern automobile 
costs $1,000. A standard modern 
home, including the building site, 
costs about $5,000. The average lot 
value of such homes is about 
$1,000. Therefore, the actual cost of 
the home is $4,000. With reason- 
able use and care, an automobile 
will last five years. The life of that 
home can safely be estimated at 
fifty years. The vast majority of 
persons who own automobiles use 
the automobile but a few hours a 
day. Homes are occupied, used 
and operated twenty-four hours 
each day. The maintenance and 
operating expenses of a home are 
proportionately less than the oper- 
ation and maintenance costs of an 
automobile. 

Because of the tremendous econ- 
omies that have been effected, the 
$4,000 home of today has numerous 
accommodations and equipments 
that were unheard of but a few 
years ago. In a word, the modern 
home has beauty, comfort, conven- 
ience and sanitation impossible of 
acquiring a generation ago, and 
costs far less with all of these im- 
provements, when measured by 
reasonably comparative standards, 
than does the cheap mass produc- 
tion automobile. 

Thanks to the beneficent legisla- 
tion that has made available loans 
for the common people through the 
federal housing administration pro- 
gram, modern homes are now 
placed within the reach of the 
mass of the people who can ac- 
quire those homes at a monthly 
cost that about equals the rents 
they are now paying in many 
cases for the privilege of living in 
antiquated, unsanitary dwellings.

SENATE AND HOUSE WAGE BILLS 
DIFFER IN VITAL PARTICULARS 


Here are thumbnail sketches of the outstanding provisions of 


wages and hours legislation pas 
The Senate Bill 

Creates a board of five members, 
with jurisdiction over wages and 
hours only in those industries in 
which employes are worked longer 
than 40 hours a week or are paid 
less than 40 cents an hour, 


The board is permitted to make 
different wage rates for the same 
kind of work in different localities. 

For violation of a board’s order, 
the goods of the offending employ- 
er are banned from _ interstate 
commerce, 

The act would become effective 
only after extensive hearings, at 
which employers could appear and 
seek exclusion from the act. 

Certain industries are specifical- 
ly exempted—agriculture, railroads, 
canning, etc. 

Child labor is prohibited. 


sed by the senate and house: 
The House Bill 
Designates the secretary of labor 
as the federal official who shall 
administer the law, with authority 
to make and publish a list of all in- 


dustries which are subject to the 
act. 


Wage differentials are forbidden. 

Employers must pay at least 25. 
cents an hour, this figure being au- 
tomatically increased 5 cents ah 
hour each successive year until 40 
cents is reached. Hours are fixed 
at 44 a week, to be reduced to 40 
in two years, 

The act would become effective 
on proclamation by the secretary 
of labor—much sooner than the 
senate bill. 

Gives about the same exemptions 
as the senate bill, including rail- 
men, 

Prohibits child labor.

Warning against the operations 
of an organization known as the 
agricultural workers health and 
medical association, with headquar- 


ters in San Francisco, was issued 
today by Edward D. Vandeleur, 
secretary of the California State 


Federation of Labor. 

“If any such organization ex- 
ists, reliable sources are un- 
able to definitely identify it,” 
Vandeleur said. “The California 
State Insurance department 
and the San Francisco Better 
Business bureau have no record 
of it, and their investigators 
have been unable to check on 
its activities.” 

Vandeleur also reported that a 
check had been made with business 
agents of unions in agricultural 
areas, and that all organizers had 
been asked to be on the lookout for 
details concerning it, without suc- 
cess, 

romeo F. Vatuone, president of 
the national council of agricultural 
workers, also reported his organ- 
ization had no information on the 
association. 

“Unless and until we can obtain 
reliable and definite information on 
activities of this group, we are ag 
vising all members of organized la- 
bor to beware of it,’ Vandeleur 
said. ‘Any information concerning 
its operations will be appreciated.” 

First advice of the operations of 
the “association” came from the in- 
telligence service of the American 
Federation of Labor in Washing- 
ton.

District Council of Painters and 
Decorators, No. 8, has voted close} 
to 12 to 1 to ratify a two-year con- 
tract with the Master Painters’ as- 
sociation of San Francisco and Ma- 
|rin counties, 
| Reports of the balloting were | 
|made at a meeting of the council | 
| recently. The agreement goes into 
effect on June 10 for a period of 
two years. 

The formal contract was signed 
by representatives of both employ- 
j}ers and employes and ratified by 
the building and construction 
trades council. 

“The association voted to accept 
the agreement,” John L. McGrath, 
executive secretary said. “It is, 
therefore binding to all members.” 

The two-year pact, grants a_ T- 
hour day with a basic wage of $1.25 
an hour.

that even these minimum wages will not enable the average 
worker’s family to secure the necessaries and comforts required 
by good living standards. This fact is also well known to every 
other intelligent person familiar with the minimum standard of 
decent living conditions. 

And yet we see newspaper owners, lawyers financially en- 
dowed by large corporations and a minority group of congress- 
men espousing the peculiar philosophy that American prosperity 
depends on the continuance of indecently low wages paid to 
those who do the useful work in the production of commodities 
(which, by the way, are the exclusive property of employers 
and are sold by them for a profit). 

These low wage rates are a disgrace to civilized society. 
They will be definitely ended by making the federal wage and 
hour bill the law of the land. The house of representatives has 
done its duty in passing the bill. Working men and women be- 
lieve that the senate will act promptly and affirmatively in its 
consideration of the measure.

Relief Grows Rapidly 


Survey Reveals Rise of From 6 to 
57 Million Dollars Per Year in 
Twelve Cities 
The tremendous increase in the 

of unemployed working 

men and women in Massachusetts 
during the last nine years is tragi- 
cally revealed in a survey just com- 


| pleted by the New England office 
| of the social security board. 


The report said that for 12 repre- 
sentative Massachusetts cities the 
expenditures for relief rose from 
| $6,437,000 in 1929 to $57,431,000 in 
11937. In 1929, the entire relief bill 
was paid from state and city funds, 
but in 1937 more than half of the 
disbursement was paid by the fed- 
eral government. 

In Springfield, the per capita 
cost of relief was $1.69 in 1929 and 
$25.86 in 1937. In Boston the per
